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In this comneation I wish to state that upon examination of the Ordinances
that I have been able to locnte with the mid of the Uity ulerk, I find that it
ie unlawful to place such a eign over any portion of Congress Avenue or sidewalk
adjaocent theretoc from the Colorado River to the State Capitol, and froma
striot application to the Ordinances appertaining thereto, the Counocil is withe
out power, exocept by amendment or repeal of the ordinances applicable thereto,
to grant a permit or permission in the instance above stated,

I find, however, that it has been the practice of the City Council on
geveral occoapsions to grant permiesions of this character by resolution to that I
effect, such practice having been indulged in b y the Wooldridge Adninistration, ]
and it seems by this that the former members of the Council felt that they had
the power to grant such permits when the special occasion warrrnnted it, but in
doing so, from my inspection of the ordinances, I am compelled to say that I
find no authority to support their action,
